City Gets Tax Rebate 


Mixed Drinks Provide Funds 


The City of Plano received 
close to $1000 from State 
Comptroller Bob Bullock as 
the third-quarter rem ittance 
of the mixed drinks tax, 
which was collected within 
the Plano city limits. 
A ccording 
to 
Bullock, 
Plano’s share of the $6542.87 
collected during July to 
September of this year is 
$981.43 -more than any other 
county city received this 
quarter. 
The City 
of 
McKinney 
accounted for $4243.20 in 
collected taxes and received 
a check for $636 48, while the 
Collin County portion of 
R ic h a r d s o n 
c o lle c te d 
$36.92.74 and received a 
check for $553.91. 
Other 
county 
towns 
receiving a share of the 
revenue were Princeton, 
collecting 
$866.64 
and 
receiving 
$130; 
Frisco, 
collecting 
$660.49 
and 
receiving $99.07, and Far­ 
mersville, collecting $625.79 
and receiving $93.87. 
In 
the 
county, 
unin­ 
corporated areas collected 
$17,241.94 in mixed drinks 
taxes, which m eans the 
county gets a big check in 
the amount of $2586.29. 
Bullock said that more 
than $2.7 million is being 
sent to 188 counties and 297 
cities across Texas as their 
share of the mixed drinks 
tax. 
Hie share to cities is 15 
percent of the 
total 
tax 
collected in each city, and 
the 15 percent to the counties 


represents tax revenues for 
drinks sold outside any city’s 
limits. The remaining 70 
percent, $6.5 million for this 
quarter, goes to the state 
general revenue fund. 
The tax is IO percent on all 


gross receipts. 
This q u arter’s total local 
share was up slightly from 
the second quarter’s $2.5 
million paid out, Bullock 
said. The $9.2 million total 
tax receipts.

“ I had thought it was going 
to be a close vote,” he 
revealed. “ I suppose this 
delays hope for any com­ 
p rehensive constitutional 
revision for many, many 
years.”

Irving. 
With reference to the 
discussions 
during 
the 
Convention, the Convention 
took its traditional 
and 
proper position that doc­ 
trinal discipline belongs on 
the local church level, and 
perhaps on rare occasions on 
the Associational level, but 
is not an issue for the Con­ 
vention. 


I am aware that each 
denom ination 
has 
its 
uniqueness and this allows 
room for the press to err in 
its understanding and in­ 
terpreting of the events.

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE. At tim es, my youngster 
becomes frightened. What he is afraid of is not always clear 
to us. Sometimes we know that there is nothing that he 
should be afraid of, but he becom es scared, nevertheless. 
What can we do to allay these fears so that they won’t bother 
him anymore? 


DEAR READER, Throughout childhood, we can expect 
children to have fears. Even as adults, we a re never really 
without some fearfull experiences from time to time. Fear 
serves as an alert signal to impending danger, and as such 
can be helpful to us. When we experience fear, we can then 
prepare ourselves to handle w hatever the impending danger 


might be. 
. 
. 
. 
. .. . 
Usually, fear has an object or a focal point to which it is 
attached. When our fear is vague, or without this direct 
object, we experience anxiety. As children grow and ex­ 
perience the m any new things in their hfe, they m ay we 
experience fear and anxiety, also. 
Not all children will experience the sam e fears and 
anxieties, nor will they experience them in the sam e way. 
Just as each child is unique, so will be the way in which he 
fears or becomes anxious As he gets older, and as his un­ 
derstanding increases, the nature of his fears and the 
method of handling them will change. 
It takes time for a child to be able to put his scary feelings 
into perspective, but he will as he m atures, and as he 
receives assistance from his parents. The parent who shields 
his child, or tries to shield, from fears and anxieties is not 
really helping his youngster. 
Adults with emotional problems, usually did not develop 
these problems due to fears, anxieties and trau m as as 
children. Often the emotional difficulties em erged because 
they never learned how to deal effectively with the fears, 
anxieties, and traum as. 
As parents, we can assist our kids in learning how to deal 
effectively. Calmness is catching 
Because you are the 
major buffer that the child has against the fears of life, let 
him know that you think everything is under control and will 
be all right. He knows that you know m ore than he does, and 
will tend to respond to your reassurance. 
The way in which you handle your own fears will also 
influence the way in which your child handles his. Kids 
watch us very closely for clues to their own behavior. Work 
out your own fears so that you do not inadvertently pass 
them on to your child 
Listen carefully and sensitively to your child s account of 
his fears Recognition from you that all of us experience fear 
at times, may be very reassuring to his young mind. Let him 
know that fears are natural 
Help your child distinguish between fantasy and reality 
with regard to his fears. Chasing a ghost out of his closet in 
the middle of the night m ay not be as helpful, and the 
reassurance that no ghost resides there, and that mom and 
dad are close by to assure that he is safe throughout the 
night Without belittling his fantasy, you have established a 


Avoid encouraging your child to compete or to PC^orm at 
levels above those appropriate to his age and development. 
Many fears a re engendered in this way. ^ our child ne 
s 
be his own age and to perform as such 


Careful screening of the violence and horror present on 
television is another im portant consideration when t r y i n g to 
assist children with their fears Too many “ thrillers 
can be 
counterproductive. 
Finally let your youngster know that you have confidence 
rn his ability to cope with his fears 
With your sincere 
backing, as he grows and m atures, he will become in 
creasingly 
m ore adept in his effort to handle fear 
producing experiences in his own life.

By providing a substitute 
cold and chilling the bulbs 
artificially at 35 to 40 
degrees F. for 45 to 60 days 
before planting, tulips will 
provide for 
early 
spring 
color in the home landscape. 
The county agent suggests 
chilling the bulbs in the 
vegetable 
drawer 
of 
a 
refrigerator until about mid- 
December, then plant them 
immediately. 
Without pre-cooling the 
bulbs, flower quality will be 
poor and stems will be short. 
However, the bulbs should 
not be frozen. 
He also advises against 
buying pre-cooled bulbs 
from garden shops. Unless 
such bulbs are sold im­ 
mediately, the temperature 
in the shop will usually take 
away the effects of pre­ 
cooling. 
“ Select a reputable dealer 
and buy bulbs that are firm, 
clean and free of insects and 
disease,” Risinger stated, 
“ and beware of ‘bargain 
bulbs.” 
Hyacinths can be treated 
the same as tulip bulmbs, 
but other spring flowering 
bulbs should be planted 
immediately after buying, 
adds the agent.

In 
an interview, he said the 
under-5 set is a particular 
risk, since a gam e intended 
for older children may have 
small pieces that could be 
dangerous if a moppet tried 
to sw allow them. G am e 
boxes usually have stickers 
saying the product is not 
recommended for children 
below a specific age. 
The frustration factor also 
is important. A child whose 
manual dexterity isn’t equal 
to a toy or gam e won’t 
benefit from it. Chances are, 
he won’t even play with it 
after the first try. 
Breslow is an industrial 
designer and a partner in a 
leading independent 
toy 
design firm in Chicago. Its 
clients 
include 
America s 
major toy 
manufacturers. 
Toy 
and 
gam e 
designs 
may change, but children do 
not, he said. 
They are turned on by 
fa m ilia r things. B reslow 
cited 
the 
popularity 
of 
licen sed prop erty figu re s 
and designs as an example. 
He predicted that big sellers 
this Christmas will include 
the Evel Knievel Stunt Gam e 
and fast food service gam es 
whose co rp o ra te sy m b o ls 
are as readily recognizable 
as Santa Claus himself. 
“ G am es and toys really 
are a way of acting out 
estab lish e d 
roles 
for 
children,” the designer said. 
A child m ay pretend to be an 


ice cream vendor, for in­ 
stance, with a tricycle hear­ 
ing the corporate symbol of a 
nationally known company. 
Breslow 
said 
toys 
like 
these 
do 
not 
necessarily 
create a market for future 
purchases. 
“ We are building a new 
generation of very astute 
consumers. Five to 12-year- 
olds are a big toy-buying 
ag e . They becom e very 
critical, very selective. 


“ Children tend to emulate 
their 
parents 
in choosing 
toys. A 5-year-old girl will 
accept a Shirley Temple doll 
because her mother accepts 
it ,” he said . 
The 
child 
probably doesn’t even know 
about the child movie star it 
depicts. 
‘ ‘ G a m e s 
t e a c h 
cooperation , winning and 
losing. Children learn how to 
play a role, accept defeat at 
an insignificant level (which 
prepares the child for adult 
life). 
A 
g re a t 
m any 
frustrations can be acted 
out. 
“ The su cce ssfu l g a m e s 
are role-playing ones: real 
estate agents in Monopoly, 
art dealers in M asterpiece.” 
B reslow 
sa id 
this

magic. He said it grew out of 
the popularity of “ The Magic 
Show,” now in its second 
year on Broadway.

Scientists View 
‘Biomass’ Fuels 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
America was once a wood- 
burning nation. Then came 
the ages of coal and oil. But 
today, faced with the oil 
energy crisis, scientists are 
trying to turn the clock back. 
The government’s new 
blueprint 
for U.S. energy 
development envisions the 
creation 
of 
great 
plan­ 
tations. on land and at sea, 
where trees 
or 
aquatic 
plants 
might 
be 
grown 
specifically for use as fuel. 
By the turn of the century, 
it says, so-called “ biomass” 
fuel might supply the energy 
equivalent 
of 
a 
million 
barrels of oil per day. The 
first pilot plants might be in 
operation by 1980. 
Biomass 
means 
many 
things to many people. 
To some it 
means the 
conversion of garbage into 
fuel that can be burned. 
Experim ents already are 
under way in this field, with 
a number of cities turning 
wastes into lowgrade sub­ 
stitute for coal. Wells drilled 
into some old landfills have 
tapped natural gas produced 
by the decay of garbage. 
To others it means using 
trees for energy. A recent 
Stanford 
University study- 
explored the possibility of 
turning eucalyptus trees, 
which require relatively 
little water and grow under a 
wide range of clim atic 
conditions, 
to 
produce 
methanol liquid fuel. 
Others are looking at the 
possibility of creating farms 
at sea with crops such as 
ocean 
kelp. 
The 
harvest 
would 
be 
converted 
into 
clean 
burning 
fuels 
or 
petrochemical 
substitutes. 
StilK others would do the 
same 
with 
agricultural 
wastes. 
"Over IOO years ago we 
used wood primarily as our 
energy source," said Dr. 
John Teem, 
an assistant 


administrator of the Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration. 
“ In a sense we are trying 
to return to that, but with 
somewhat better efficiency. 
But there is much in the way 
of technology that needs to 
be developed to make that 
happen." 
ERD A listed biomass in its 
25-year research blueprint 
as one of the 
nation’s 
potentially available but 
presently 
underutilized 
energy sources 
It outlined a 
plan 
“ to 
develop and demonstrate 
technologies 
for 
the 
production and conversion of 
terrestrial 
and 
marine 
biomass into clean fuels and 
petrochemical substitutes to 
make possible a moderate 
annual energy contribution 
by 2000." 
The agency called for 
government programs to 
find more economical ways 
of 
using 
plants 
and 
agricultural wastes for fuel, 
improve growth and con­ 
version processes and deter­ 
mine 
the 
technical 
feasibility of deep ocean kelp 
farming. 
Meanwhile, it said, there 
also should be a government 
effort to solve such potential 
problems as land use con­ 
flicts and ocean rights. 
E R D A said the govern­ 
ment programs should foster 
early participation by the 
agriculture 
and 
m arine 
industries, leading to joint 
government-industry 
de­ 
monstration projects, to en­ 
courage full scale com ­ 
mercial development.

be in operation by 1980 or 
1981, 
according 
to 
the 
proposed ER D A timetable.

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Christmas Toy Market Discussed

Christm as toy or gam e 
that’s too old for him can 
blame the adult ego. 
Tdv 
designer 
Jeffrey 
Breslow says parents tend to 
trade up when they select 
gifts for children. Each is 
convinced his or her progeny 
is very advanced. 
Breslow, 32, and the father 
of 3 and 6-year-old sons, isn’t 
so sure that’s a good idea. In 
an interview, he said the 
under-5 set is a particular 
risk, since a game intended 
for older children may have 
small pieces that could be 
dangerous if a moppet tried 
to swallow them . Game 
boxes usually have stickers 
saying the product is not 
recommended for children 
below a specific age. 
The frustration factor also 
is important. A child whose 
manual dexterity isn’t equal 
to a toy or game won’t 
benefit from it. Chances are, 
he won’t even play with it 
after the first try. 
Breslow is an industrial 
designer and a partner in a 
leading independent 
toy 
design firm in Chicago. Its 
clients 
include 
America’s 
major toy manufacturers. 
Toy and game designs 
may change, but children do 
not, he said. 
They are turned on by 
fam iliar things. Breslow 
cited 
the 
popularity 
of 
licensed property figures 
and designs as an example. 
He predicted that big sellers 
this Christmas will include 
the Evel Knievel Stunt Game 
and fast food service games 
whose corporate sym bols 
are as readily recognizable 
as Santa Claus himself. 
“Garner and toys really 
are a way of acting out 
established 
roles 
for 
children,” the designer said. 
A child may pretend to be an 


ice cream vendor, for in­ 
stance, with a tricycle bear­ 
ing the corporate symbol of a 
nationally known company. 
Breslow 
said 
toys 
like 
these do 
not 
necessarily 
create a market for future 
purchases. 
“We are building a new 
generation of very astute 
consumers. Five to 12-year- 
olds are a big toy-buying 
age. They becom e very 
critical, very selective. 


“Children tend to emulate 
their parents in choosing 
toys. A 5-year-old girl will 
accept a Shirley Temple doll 
because her mother accepts 
it,” he said. The child 
probably doesn't even know 
about the child movie star it 
depicts. 
‘ ‘ G a m e s 
t e a c h 
cooperation, winning and 
losing. Children learn how to 
play a role, accept defeat at 
an insignificant level (which 
prepares the child for adult 
life). 
A 
great 
many 
frustrations can be acted 
out. 
“ The successful gam es 
are role-playing ones: real 
estate agents in Monopoly, 
art dealers in Masterpiece.’' 
Breslow 
said 
this 
Christmas’s 
big 
trend 
is 
magic. He said it grew out of 
the popularity of “The Magic 
Show,” now in its second 
year on Broadway. 


He expects this season’s 
big toy item to be a plastic- 
molded top hat, the stage 
magician’s traditional prop, 
com plete 
with 
a 
dozen 
tricks. They include cards, 
hidden com partm ents, a 
bunny scarf that expands to 
25 times its original size. 
Breslow says Raggedy 
Ann and R aggedy Andy 
dolls, jigsaw puzzles, old­ 
fashioned building blocks 
and Erector Sets, the toys 
and 
gam es 
of 
earlier 
generations, are popular as 


ever. 
“ M iddle-aged or older 
women are among the great 
consumers of jigsaw puzzles. 
They are a challenge, a good 
way 
to pass 
the 
tim e.” 


Scenes from famous pain­ 
tings still are big favorites. 
“There’s a whole trend 
toward family 
games as 
entertainment. People will 
spend $10 or $15 dollars on a 


game 
the 
adults 
of 
the 
family can use after the 
children 
are 
tucked 
into 
bed.” 
Dolls still follow tradition, 
in 
that 
they 
must 
be 


beautiful to sell well. This 
year’s gimmicky dolls in­ 
clude one that grows taller, 
develops breasts and gets 
older. Another changes her 


pivoting wig. 
Breslow thinks the toy 
musical instrument is dying. 
“ Parents would rather

musical instrument is a bad 
imitation of the real world.” 
He sees its only function is 
as a cheap way of finding out 
whether a child is interested 
in a particular field.

Scientists View 
‘Biomass’ Fuels 


W ASH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
America was once a wood- 
burning nation. Then came 
the ages of coal and oil. But 
today, faced with the oil 
energy crisis, scientists are 
trying to turn the clock back. 
The governm ent's new 
blueprint 
for U.S 
energy 
development envisions the 
creation 
of 
great 
plan­ 
tations. on land and at sea, 
where 
trees 
or 
aquatic 
plants 
might 
be 
grown 
specifically for use as fuel. 
By the turn of the century, 
it says, so-called ‘biomass” 
fuel might supply the energy 
equivalent 
of 
a 
m illion 
barrels of oil per day. The 
first pilot plants might be in 
operation by 1980. 
Biom ass 
m eans 
many 
things to many people. 
To some it 
means 
the 
conversion of garbage into 
fuel that can be burned. 
Exp erim ents alread y are 
under way in this field, with 
a number of cities turning 
wastes into lowgrade sub­ 
stitute for coal. Wells drilled 
into some old landfills have 
tapped natural gas produced 
by the decay of garbage. 
To others it means using 
trees for energy. A recent 
Stanford 
University 
study 
explored the possibility of 
turning eucalyptus trees, 
which require re latively 
little water and grow under a 
wide 
range 
of 
clim atic 
conditions, 
to 
produce 
methanol liquid fuel. 
Others are looking at the 
possibility of creating farms 
at sea with crops such as 
ocean 
kelp. 
The 
harvest 
would 
be 
converted 
into 
clean 
burning 
fuels 
or 
petrochemical 
substitutes. 
Stilk others would do the 
sam e 
with 
ag ricu ltu ra l 
wastes. 
“ Over IOO years ago we 
used wood prim arily as our 
energy source,” said Dr.

administrator of the Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration. 
“ In a sense we are trying 
lo return to that, but with 
somewhat better efficiency. 
But there is much in the way 
of technology that needs to 
be developed to make that 
happen.” 
E R D A listed biomass in its

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College Students Differ Nowadays

Social scientists, college 
deans, teachers and others 
peer 
at 
contemporary 
college students and say— 
’’they’re different” from 
those of the sixties. 
Such an observation takes 
no great talent in analysis. 
Today’s students are not the 
same humans that filled the 
schools in the sixties. 
Nevertheless, there’s a 
certain amount of nostalgia 
along the academic trail for 
the generation gap that so 
plainly showed in the sixties. 
No administrator wants to 
bring back the riots of these 
years but many would like 
students who aren’t carbon 
copies of their parents. 
At Parent’s Day Kingman 
Brewster, president of Yale, 
recently told the Moms and 
Dads he sometimes “ grows 
nostalgic for the generation 
gap” 
“ Parents, these students 
are just like you,” he said. 
The parents, and I am one, 
didn’t know whether to be 
thrilled or depressed by the 
remark. 
Dr. Ronald Jackson, dean 
of student 
life 
at 
the 
University of Rochester 
since 
1966, 
has 
done 
something better than just 
make 
puzzling 
remarks 
about the different crops of 
students. 
Back in 1967 he spoke and 
wrote about 
“ Salvation, 
Trial and Individualism” —a 
report actually on attitudes 
of Rochester students of the 
sixties. And recently he 
polled 
co ntem p o rary 
students—probing 
their 
attitudes. 
Highlights of the two 
reports: 
- In 1960s students showed 
great faith in the idea of 
education 
as 
key 
to 
everything desirable in life. 
Education had virtually 
replaced religion as the new 
salvation. 
—Students of the sixties 
displayed a kind of basic 
anxiety and an alienation 
from adults unparalleled in 
previous generations. This 
showed in clothes, manners, 
morals, politics. 
—Students of the sixties 
saw themselves as a people 
untested and very much in 
need of trials by which they 
could prove their worth to 
themselves and to others. 
—Students of the seventies 
have 
far 
less faith 
in 
education as a means of 
solving social or individual 
problems. 
—In contrast to the sixties 
when they felt no sense of 
physical challenge, students 
today are much more in­ 
volved in the challenge 
represented 
by 
jobs, 
professional training and 
earning a living in general. 
—Students of yesteryear 
almost totally divorced from 
reality outside the education 
sphere. 


—Job 
goals of 
today’s 
incoming 
students 
are 
tending to be broader than 
previously. This might mean 
a lessening of individual 
stress attributable to intense 
competition for entrance to 
one of only a few careers. 
Dean Jackson feels that 
today’s situation has brought 
about 
a reduction 
in

students’ negative attitudes 
toward adults. They actually 
come to adults for advice 
again and listen. 
He recalled that during a 
recent issue at the univer­ 


sity, the students wanted 
information from both sides, 
and didn’t want to commit 
themselves either way until 
they felt that they had some 
logical basis for decision. 


In the sixties a 
par­ 
tisanship was more readily 
generated 
and 
students 
could be quickly polarized 
At 
Rochester and ac­ 
cording to reports from 


other 
campuses, students 
today consult university 
offices more. 
Dean Jackson believes 
student apathy is dropping 
off and that there is a trend 


to students wanting 
to 
become joiners again. But 
that’s not all. 
Students 
seem 
to 
be 
dressing better. No longer do 
they use clothing to convey 
personal despair. 
The ethic of extreme in­ 
dividualism of the sixties 
seems to be lessening. One 
result: upper classmen are 


helping freshmen and fresh­ 
men are helping freshmen. 
The dean also found that 
student’s great 
alienation 
from and disillusionment 
with the system have been 
tempered 
in 
the 
post- 
Watergate times by mem­ 
bers of the system having 
been called to account for 
their actions.

Denver, a string of cheap 
bars and flop houses gave 
way to Larimer Square, now 
a tourist district with 
a 
gaslight motif. Chicago’s 
skid row area is diminishing. 
Minneapolis’ skid row was 
eliminated by the “ Gateway 
Pro ject,” 
now 
m ainly 
parking lots. In Kansas City, 
the once infamous River 
Quay is being redeveloped 
into 
chic 
nightclubs, 
boutiques and organic food 
stores. 
It is not only the Cham­ 
bers’ of the world who are 
resentful. 
“ In my view, they’re 
trying to take away an in­ 
dividual’s right to decide 
what to do,” said Charlie 
Walsh. 55, former rail rider 
and merchant seaman who 
works at the snack bar at the 
Dallas Alcoholic Center. 
“ But I don’t know. I guess 
they got to give these social 
workers something to do.’ 
Kenneth Conaway, 36, the 
manager of the alcoholic 
center, who paid his dues on 
several of the nation s skid 
rows when he was drinking, 
also notices a falling off. 
“ The day of the bum, the 
wino, is slowly diminishing.” 
he said. “ They’re being 
slowly moved out of the 
cheap hotels, the abandoned 
cars and railroad 
yards. 
Urban renewal is putting 
places like 
this 
out 
of 
business.” 
Faced with demolition of 
skid row areas, the men 
move to the fringes and 
crowd the remaining hotels, 
making them 
even more 
unsafe or unsanitary; 
or 
they ride a boxcar to a town 
where they hear other men 
are going. 
“ The skid row individual 
cannot 
be relocated 
by 
g overnm ental 
action, 
Conaway said. “ My feeling 
is that a majority of them 
will someday become in­ 
stitutionalized. Many of the 
older ones w ill become 
feeble and become absorbed 
into 
nursing 
homes 
or 
similar facilities.’’ 
In the main room of the 
center, about a half dozen 
solemn, 
cleanly-dressed 
men sat around, staring at 
the walls, drinking coffee, 
chatting in low voices. The 
walls were

ance and self-discipline: 
“ First things first,” “ Easy 
does it,” “ Live and let live.”

“ It’s my fault I ’m lying 
here on the street, I know 
that,” he said in his low and 
raspy drill sergeant’s voice. 
“ I got three checks cornin,’ 
they come every month. Six, 
seven hundred bucks and I 
lay on the street. 
“ I ’ve played and I ’ve 
made a lotta money, but I 
get on a damn drunk and I 
hit bottom again. You know 
what I mean? It’s a cycle. 
You know what a cycle is? 
It’s a damned circle, man. 
I ’ll tell it like it is: a wine 
bottle got us all.”

corporate law but didn’t like 
it. Then he went to work 
helping prison inmates with 
their legal problems, but 
found there were too many 
frustrations in that, too. 
After four years at Provi­ 
dence 
College 
and 
three 
more at Catholic University 
Law School in Washington, 
D.C., Cook has given up his 
dream of becoming an at­ 
torney and joined the ranks 
o f 
d i s e n c h a n t e d 
professionals who are tur­ 
ning to other lifestyles. 
He is now an apprentice 
potter. 
“ I was working with a law 
firm in Providence. I was 
doing the corporate law bit 
and making money at it, but 
I just couldn’t get off on 
corporate law,’’ Cook said. 
That was in 1973, light 
after he got out of law school. 
In those days Cook, 28, said 
he looked like a lav/yer. “ I 
wore a suit and my hair was 
trimmed. It was the whole 
gig.” he said. 
Now he wears his brown 
hair shoulder-length and has 
an equally healthy beard. He 
wears blue jeans most of the 
time while learning to be a 
potter at Cone Ten Pottery in 
this rural community closer 
to Connecticut than it is to 
Providence. His wife Kathy, 
28, paints designs on the 
pottery. 
In April of last year Cook 
went to work for the Inmate 
Legal Services at the Adult 
Correctional Institutions to 
fulfill his social respon­ 
sibilities “ It was always in 
my 
mind 
to 
get 
into 
something socially active,” 
he said. 
B u t 
p h i l o s o p h i c a l 
d i s a g r e e m e n t s 
w i t h 
corrections 
department 
officials became a problem. 
He left after 14 months 
Cook speaks scornfully of 
the prison 
and 
judicial 
systems: “ The inmates are 
smarter than the people in 
the administration 
... 
No 
decisions are made unless it 
is politically expedient 
Court decisions are just 
meaningless 
compromises 
that a group of lawyers will 
work out because of sheer 
exhaustion 
Cook 
says 
he 
was 
becoming a heavy drinker 
because of his frustrations in 
the inmate program. “ I took 
a good look at myself and 
asked, ‘What am I doing to 
myself and my fam ily?” ’ He 
has two children aged 2 and 
5. 
He jumped at the chance 
for an alternative lifestyle 
when two friends offered 
him a chance to become a 
partner in a fledgling pottery 
and crafts business. 
The dropout lawyer says 
he and his wife are learning 
to become self-sufficient. 
Instead of law books, Cook is 
reading hooks on how to do 
things with his hands 
farming, blacksmithing and 
carpentry. 
Eventually he and several 
o t h e r 
d i s e n c h a n t e d 
professionals hope to move 


into the woods of northern 
New England. 
“ Our intentions are to cut as 


many ties as possible. I’m 
build things. I rn looking to 
going to do a lot in my life, become 
a 
R enaissance 
I ’m going to learn how to 
man,” he said.
